CHICAGO (AP) — Many heart 
attack victims actually nan hearts 
which were “ too good to die,’’ a 
physician said today. 
Prompt, expert help might have 
brought 25 per cent of them back 
from death, said Dr. Morris Wil- 
burne of In s Angeles. 
He urged that hospitals set up 
special units or wings where all 
heart patients could be kept under 
constant 
watch, 
with electronic 
d e v i c e s or television instantly 
warning of any new attack. Then 
doctors and nurses could rush to 
the patient to give drugs, heart 
m assage, artificial respiration, or 
other treatm ent. 
Most sudden fatal heart attacks 
occur outside hospitals, on 
the 
street, during exertion, or during 
sleep. 
Medical evidence indicates up to 
100,000 Americans might be saved 
each year — if quick, skilled aid 
happened to be at hand.

Tlio U.S. balance of payments 
position could also suffer through 
Canada’s efforts to provide a cli­ 
mate that invites foreign invest­ 
ment. U.S. investors already have 
poured more than $16 billion into 
Canada, and any more funds at­ 
tracted from the United States 
will increase th© payment deficit. 
Nevertheless, the U. S. Treasury 
Department said "the readiness 
of the United States to join the 
International 
Moneary Fund 
in 
providing a substantial part of the 
financial support. . . reflects both 
the traditional close relationship 
between our two countries and 
American confidence in tho Capac 
ity and determination of Canada 
to defend the value of the Canad­ 
ian dollar." 
Under the austerity program, 
the duty-free exemption on pur 
chases by Canadians abroad will 
be cut sharply; in the case of 
purchavses from the United States, 
from $300 to $75 a year. 
Diefenbaker said the measures 
would mean a $300-million annual 
improvement in Canada’s interna­ 
tional balance of payments deficit 
recently running at about $1 25 bil­ 
lion annually.

Marxism's Shoddy Quality 


In the Marxist lexicon, advertising is — 
or was—a dirty word, like “businessm an.” 
But now advertising is seen by Soviet eco­ 
nomists as a possible cure for the econom­ 
ic doldrums. 
The trouble with Soviet consumer goods 
Is (even the reds admit it) shoddy quality. 
If the consumers have a choice of brands, 
the theorists theorize, manufacturers will 
have to turn out better goods or answer to 
the Kremlin. (This follows a pre-Marxian 
law called supply and demand, to a point). 
Every firm on Madison Ave. would leap 
with joy at the prospect of getting the So­ 
viet account. Just think of 200 million peo­ 
ple as a captive — literally — audience. 
But the Russians have things wrong-end- 
to, as so often happens under the fantastic 


hodge-podge of communist economics. 
Suppose that advertising doubled the de­ 
mand for shoes turned out by State F ac­ 
tory Number 3. What good would it do? 
All it would mean to the workers and bos­ 
ses at Factory 3 would be double the work. 
No more pay, no profits to share, no rea­ 
son to improve quality or produce more. 
What the reds do not understand is that 
advertising is an effective part of a sys­ 
tem. Without the system — capitalism — 
advertising doesn’t work. They are appar­ 
ently willing to try every aspect of capit­ 
alism except the one that m akes it work: 
the chance for individual gain — self­ 
interest — profit. 
Until they accept that, or change human 
nature, they’ll keep scrambling. 
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More Fallout Protection Sought 


The fact that so little is known definite­ 
ly about probable effects of nuclear fall­ 
out on present and future generations mak­ 
es it more important that all possible pre­ 
cautions be taken to protect man from it. 
The National Advisory Committee on Radi­ 
ation has made a report to the Surgeon 
General that the present program for mo­ 
nitoring fallout is inadequate. 
It recommends that the Public Health 
Service, substantially increase its surveil­ 
lance and control of radioactive contamin­ 


ation, and develop adequate countermea­ 
sures to combat it when it is excessive. 
The Surgeon General concedes that infor­ 
mation is not available soon enough to al­ 
low any protective action. 
Total diet samples, he said, do not give 
us data until three or four months after 
the food has been eaten, and the milk-mon­ 
itoring network requires about two months 
to analyze and report the amount of stron­ 
tium 90 in milk supplies.

When I read a paragraph such 
as this I find myself shocked and 
surprised

ness and industry, and devoted 
them selves to housework and care 
of the aged, simply to avoid the 
current problem of medical cafe 
of the aged If we returned to that 
world, 
then 
the 
doctors 
would 
have to return to the era of dedi­ 
cated 
doctors 
who 
cared 
for 
the aged in their homes via house 
calls at modest fees. Not one doc­ 
tor would sacrifice his big fat in­ 
com e in tile m odem world for the 
life of the old-fashioned doctor to 
whom 
hum an 
lives 
were 
more 
im portant than money. 
. ” 
My own experience forces me 
to com e to the defense of the m e­ 
dical profession. I live and. to the 
surprise of some, write my copy 
seven days a week and do 
many 
other c h o r e s , because doctors 
have kept me alive. I have had 
such illnesses as 
m eant 
certain 
death a few y e a r s ago; as a re ­ 
sult 
of 
medication, 
operations, 
blood 
transfusions 
and 
constant 
care, I have doubled my working 
tim e. May I say that I feel about 
20 years younger than 20 years 
ago. I know that only a few years 
back, anyone with my com bina­ 
tion of illnesses, died. 
That I live ts due to a 
large 
num ber of causes, the most im ­ 
portant of which is research in the 
functions of various parts of the 
body and in blood chem istry. This 
r e s e a r c h costs millions of dol­ 
lars and thousands of man-hours 
for which I did not pay. In fact, I 
c o u l d not pay for this prelim in­ 
ary work done in near-by and dis 
tant laboratories and on operating 
tables in thousands of hospitals. 
“ The house call at modest fees” 
is not an ideal t o b e s o u g h t f o r 
the prolongation of life. Even the 
Common 
Cold, when 
a cure 
is 
found for it. and there is not one 
yet, will be the result of long and 
heart breaking research in bioche 
m ical and blood laboratories. 
We need not fewer but more 
hospitals. It used to be that appen­ 
dicitis was a dread disease. The 


other day, 
a 
sm all boy friend of 
mine, who had to have his appen­ 
dix taken out. went into tile hos­ 
pital on a Sunday afternoon: was 
operated on Monday m orning; was 
up on Tuesday; 
went home on 
Thursday; has already forgotten i 
that there had been some pain be- f 
fore the operation. 
In 
my child­ 
hood, children died of appendicitis t 
or of most internal operations. 
I know about my heart doctor 
who serves a free clinic in his hos­ 
pital. does special work in a Vet- j 
erans Hospital and generally is on 
tap from about 8 to 8 any day. 
There is no 40 hour week for him. 
We use a doctor in the country 
where we have a farm . He 
is a 
darn 
good 
general 
practitioner, 
the kind who m akes house calls, 
doing about IOO miles of driving 
every S u m m e r day. The n ear­ 
est hospital is about 18 miles from 
his house and if there is no other 
way, he d r i v e s a patient to the 
hospital. During many W inters, he 
goes to nearby universities for a 
refresher course. I regard him as 
an heroic character, not only be-

cause of the work he does for pay, 
but for the work he does for noth­ 
ing. I know a good deal about his 
finanes — fat fees, your grand­ 
m o th ers whiskers! 
I was talking to a driver the oth 
er day who tole me about a rela­ 
tion of his who was in difficulties 
with arthritis When he told me 
the nam e of the doctor, I recalled 
how a small boy suffered a disloca­ 
tion of his apex during a tonsillec­ 
tomy. You have seen men and wo­ 
men who are crippled for life be­ 
cause their heads are twisted and 
lean on one shoulder. They can­ 
not stand upright and they 
live
